1. This is response to the Amendment filed on November 17, 2005, Claims 1-18 and 42-48 
are pending in the Application.

2. The drawings were received on October 07, 2005. These drawings are acceptable. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-18 and 42-48 are allowed and renumbered as 1-25. 

Reason for allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present invention 
related to visual display to interact with electromagnetic waves having preformed microstructure 
substrates containing assisting optical lenses to enhance the visual effect of the display. Each 
independent claim identifies, inter alia, the uniquely distinct features 

"an array of transparent lenses, at least a part of each lens being in direct contact with a 
receiving position on the surface structure of the support substrate such that the receiving 
position at least in part inherently defines the lens shape and location". 

The closest prior art of Sheridon (U.S Patent No. 5,917,646) and Richley (U.S Patent 
No. 6,348,908) show similar systems, but either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or 
render above quoted limitations obvious.
